‘Tho’ that Prince 
was defcended of a Houfe the moft eminent of any in 
Europe, for its Services to the Liberties of Mankind, and 
the Stand it made againft the Power of France; tho’ he 
himfelf was nearly and immediately ally’d to three Sove- 
reigns of Great Britain ; tho’ he was Stadtholder of a great 
and flourifhing Commonwealth, and as fuch was accoun- 
table, as every King ought to be, to God and his People 
alone; and tho’ he poflefs'd a great Eflate in his own 
Perfon upon the Continent, yet we find no mean, depen-

the Impeyial Crown of Eagland,——There is no Object 
which all Ranks of People (Authors excepted) look more

but the one may be proftituted to as mad and as mean 
Purpoits as the other.—-A Man who ufes his Pen as a 
Drawcanfir would his Sword, ought to be look’d upon as 
a common Nufance of Mankind.—His Head is,to be pi- 
tied, and his Ficart detetted; the Wile will defpife. the 
orc, the Virtuous will hate the other,—Every Son of 
Dirt, Dullnefs and Dunghills can befpatter ; every needy 
Retainer of a Garret, every fhamelefs Proititute of the 





‘or Piftol in the Dark, and upon the moft worthy Objects. 


—An Inftance of this we have lately feen in the Treat- 
ment which a Character has met witb, while it ought 
to be venerable with every Englijfoman, for the Engli/> 
Meafures the Perfon who poffefies it, has unalterably and 
unvariably purfued. “The Pretence was a Vote which was 
lately given by that Gentleman, who is charaéteris'd un- 

der the Term of a Wel/> Knight, and by his Friends, to- 
gether with certain odd Appearances, which prognotticate 
as if they would fall into the fame dirty TrxX which o- 
thers have purfued before them.—As tothe Vute, I fhall 
be free enough to own, that I with ithad been let alone ; 
but if it was the Condition of our getting rid of fome 
Connections by which we were too fatally link’d; if the 
refufing it would have endanger’d that honeft Syftem 
which, I believe, thofe Gentlemen did, and do fill pur.

has been Lickers diftinguifh’d. 

Private Letters from Stockholm, dated February 14, 
fay, that the Senate had come a few Days before toa final 
Refolution not to interfere, in any manner, during the 
prefent Troubles in Germany ; and to notify this Refo- 
lution toail the Forcign Minilters there. 

The Count de Gages has declared to the Court of 
Naples, that it was impoffible for him to act without a 
Reinforcement of 15,000 Men, and a Train of 60 Pieces 
of battering Cannon; upon which, he has been invited 
to that Capital, in order to give his Advice as tothe pro- 
pereft Method for augmenting the Troops already on 
Foor in that Kingdom, 

We learn from Vienna, that General Molk is appointed 
to command on the Rhine, in the Abfence of the Duke 
of Aremberg ; that General Brown is to be at the Head 
of the Forces in Bavaria; that Count Bathiani is to com- 
mand in Italy; and Prince Lobkowitz in Silefia. 

Some private Letters from the fame Place, dated 
February 28, affure us, that the Prince of Anhalt Deffau 
being taken extremely ill, was retir'd to Neifle; and 
that General Field-Marfhal Count Schwerin was to take 
upon hin the Command of the Pruffian Army. 

All the Advices from French Flanders agree, that pro-

To the Author of Old England’s Conftitutional Journal. 


SIR, 
§ all Members of a free Government have a Right 
to offer their Sentiments on every Subject which 
relates to the Public, you will give me Leave, by the 
Means of your Paper, to offer a few occafional ‘Thoughts 
which have occurr’d to me, on the Bill now depending 
for fupprefling public Gaming. 

It has always been held truce Policy to wink at finalk 
Evils when the Removal of them may be attended with 
more mifchievous Confequences: And as the Paflions of 
Mankind do neceffarily hurry them into Irregularities ; 
the utmoft that the wifeft Adminiftration can propofe is, 
to dire&t them into fuch a Channel as may be leaft inju- 
rious to Society: For to think of totally fuppreffing any 
darling Paflion muft, at firit Sight, appear an abfurd and? 
ridiculous Attempt. 

Under this general Rule then let us confider, Firft, whe- 
ther the forbidding public Play will not be atten’ed with 
worfe Confequences, by increafing the far more dangerous 
and more iniquitous Practice ot private Gaming, where 
Confpiracies will be hourly form’d for the Deftruction of 
the Ignorant or Unwary, and innumerable Frauds be com- 
mitted, on every young Gent'eman of Fortune, without a 
Poffibility of Difcovery. That this is the unavoidable 
Confequence of private Play, and that many of the late 
Bankruptcies in this extenfive City are owing to it, is a 
Fa& fo generally known, that I fhould imagine it wafte 
ing Time to go into the Proof of it, fince it is notorious 
how many of thefe {clect Parties there are already in every 
Part of the Town. 

In private Play Frauds can hardly ever be difeovered ; 
in. public Gaming no Frauds can be committed without: 
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In the next Place it may be faid, that it is abfolutely 


neceflary to fupprefs all public Gaming, becaufe Numbers 
are ruin’d by it. To this I anfwer, that tho’ the Evil, 
where it falls, is very great, yet the fudden Circulation 
of Property is fo far from being injurious, that it is ad- 
vantageous to Society in general : For it is a certain Truth, 
tho’ perhaps not always proper'to be advanced, that pri- 
vate Views are public Benefits. 

But fuppofe the Evil ever fo great, will the fupprefling 
of public Play lefien that Ruin it is intended to prevent? 
On the contrary, I apprehend it will fubje&t every un- 
wary Man to the Artifices of thofe, who will embrace 
every Opportunity to undo them in Private. 

There is another Reafon againit fupprefing public 
Gaming ; which is, that it can be done no other Way 
than by a fevere penal Statute, which fhould always be 
avoided as much as poffible, not only as it is, in fome 
Mealure, a Rettraint on Liberty, but becaufe it always 
fubjeéts the moit innocent Perfon to the Villany of a 
perjured Informer. 

Upon the whole, I beg Leave to offer my Opinion, 
that public Gaming, where no Frauds can be committed, 
ought to be winked at, to prevent the far worfe Confe- 
quences, which muft unavoidably attend the fupprefling 
it.
